THE GOVERNOR AND) THE PLAGUE 
CRISIS. 
MR J. 3. FRANCIS EXPLAINS. 
25th June, 1894, 
My dear Brownie,—In your utual column 
‘jn Saturday last’s Okina Mail, when puzzl 
ing over the many queations that are auggeat 


ad for consideration by the presanca among 
us of the plaguo, you say that you have 


. 


been trying to discover what the Gavernor- 


of the Colony baa done personally or offi- 
cially, and that therefis a difficulty In the 
way all the time. I think I can explain 
m what the difficulty consists, and I think 
T can remove it and show you what the Go- 
vernor has been doing, and that he has 
boen doing wall. 

Tho difficulty arises out of tho fact that 

for the first time in tha history of the Co- 
lony o body, not tho Government and act- 
ing independently of the Government, baa 
angen and taken upon itself the daty and 
responsibility of dealing with o particular 
crigis, and haa, ag it were, coms between 
the Government and the public for the 
momant, and overshadowed it. By the 
Yovernment [ mean the Goveraor acting 
through the various heads of departments 
who derive theif authority from him and 
act under, his orders and on hia responsi- 
bility and who have uo authority apact 
from bim. 


Under the very special provisiona of The’ 


Bealth Ordinance 1887 the Sanitary Board 
has, unintentionally I presume, been in- 
vested by law with very extensive powers 
in the case of an upidemic in the Colony. 
They are empowered to mako all necessary 
Bys Laws ‘for tho prevention as far as pos- 
sible or mitigation of such epidemic.” Thay 
are required and empowered, BY THEIE 
OWN OFFICERS to superintend the execution 
of such Byo Laws and vo sor axp TO 
PROVIDE ALL SUCH THINGS as may be ad- 
** visable for mitigating such disease. 

Before, however, the Board cou exorcise 
these powers there must be a Proclamation 
by the Governor in Cuuncil putting in force 
in the Colony the special sections of tho 
Hoalth Ordinance and formally proclaim. 
ing the existence of an epidemic. 

The Acting Governor promptly issued 
this Proclamation as soon as the existence 
of tho Plague in tha Oulony wae vorified 
and a8 promptly ratified and give effect to 
the first Byo Laws made by the Board, and 
since that date the Acting Governor and 
the Governor have most loyally supported 
the Board in every possible way and lent 
it every powible. assistance in the perform- 
ance of its responsible dutios. : 

The membors of the Sanitary Board bad 
none of them auy very great exporience in 
matters of this description, There was lit- 
tle or no time to think and etudy. They 
were obliged to act and-act without an 
hour's delsy accotding to the bost lights 
available, and they set to work as they best 
knew how, Whit they did and. their 
methods of doing it wera and are open to 
allaorts of criticism. They might probably 
have dono mitch better. The Government, 
instead of atanding by and criticising and 
finding fault as they might have dono, re- 
cognized tho emergency, confirmed the Bye- 
fawa oxtendingfthe powers, and ratified the 
acts of the Board, adopted all its sugges- 
tions, lent its: officers at the first request, 
relaxed «all ‘its 
in favor. of the Board, ‘and Birced no 
oheck whatevor on. any oxpenditure that 
the Sanitary Board thought necessary. 
Mr Crook: for disinfection ; Mr May, ‘with 
avery availabla man irom the Police force, 
for the house-to-house. visitation; Mr 
Dougherty and ‘afterwards Capt. Hastings 
for burial ie P.W.D. and Me ‘Tooker for 
buildings and matsbeds ; the Colou’afTre:

Wis EXUELLENCY § DESFATCH TO THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 

B. E. the Govornor having boon requost- 
ad by the Senior Unoficial Momber of tha 
Legislative Council to prblish a recant des- 
patch which His Excelloncy wrote to Lord 
Ripon, Seeratary of Stato for tho Colonics, 
in regard to the outbreak of bubonic 
plague, the Governor has sont us o copy of 
the despatch, which we give below :— 

wt 4 Govensarent House, 
Hongkong, 20th June, 1894, 

My Lord Marquess,—I had the honour to 
receive from your Lordship on the 16th 
June the following telogram:— Keep me 
informed progress of bubonic plague. Send 
names of any Europeane dying or attacked 
reporting number of departure and what 
arrangements contemplated in Chinese 
quarter, What will be the effect on Fin- 
ances, Did plague originata in China and. 
if a0 did you tako any preventive measures 
against its introduction, Telegraph reply.’ 

2. I accordingly replied on the same day: 
‘Tu answer to your telegram of 15th Jue 
total mortality to dnte 1,900. Latest atati- 
sti returns more satisfactory. Ton 
British soldiera atteoked. Two dead —Cap- 
tain Veney, Private Gibson. Othera con- 
valescent. Depurtures approximately esti- 
mated 80,000. Infented district closed, 
adopting necessary measures, Resumption 
intended, Commercial interests seriously 
affected, labour scarce,  Assistnnece from 
Imporial Government or issue of fresh loan 
necessary. Bubonia plague endemic parts 
of China. Originated here after drought 
for 7 months. Foul Bill of Heslth issued 
10th May, All steamer passengers medi- 
cally examined. Will telegraph later.”

Despatches Now, 115, 116, 121, 122, 123, 
127, 128, 129 and 132, and my telegrams of 
the 18th May, 2nd, 4th, and 16th June, in 
reference to the epidemic which has beea in 
existence in thia Colony since the beginning 
of last May. 

4, At the risk of repeating sama of the 
statements I have made is those communi- 
cations it may be convenient to your Lord- 
ship that I should forward ‘ta you a narra.

5. Ou my return to the Colony from Japan 
on the 35th Moy, after 8 weeks’ leave of 
absence, | found that Major-General Barker, 
who had been ndministering the Govern- 
ment since the 30th April, owing to the 
sudden departure on account of illnees of 
Mr OBrien, tho Colonial Secretary, had 
issued a proclamatioa on the JOth May de- 
oloring Hongkong to be an infected Purt in 
aceordanca with the provision’ of The Public 
Health Ordinance, No. 24 of 1887. 

6, A Permanent Committco of tho Sani- 
tary Board, consisting of three members, 
had thereupon been appointed, and these 
gentlemen who, in conjanction with Dr 
Lowaon, Dr Penoy, R.N., and Surgeoo- 
Major James, have since acted with oxtra- 
ordinary energy and efficiency, at once 
passed Bye-lawa, and Regulations which I 
have already forwarded to you and which 
were. without delay pnased and confirmed by 
the Executive Council and ultimately loga- 
lized by tho Legislative Couneil, 

7, Hospitals were at once satablishad (1) 
on board the Hygeia, (2) at Kennedy Towa 
Poliss Stution. ($) and, on the 20th May, 
at the Glass Works at Kennedy Town, The 
firat éwo were managed by the Government 
doators and the lady nurses from the Govern- 
went Hospital, the Intter wos handed over 
to the Tung Wah Hospital Committee and 
worked by Chinese doctors under the super- 
vision of the Colonial Medion! Staff and a 
Naval Doctor (Dr. Penny). It was deemed 
advisable to give the Chinese dooturs a free 
hand at first. In any case it is difficult to 
persuade the Chinese tu report oases of sick- 
Tess, and their fuolish and violent prejudices 
againat Weetern medical men is-quite auffi- 
cient to induce them, na they certainly did 
for the firet fortnight ur three weeks of the 
existence of the plague, not only to secrete 
their sick but olten to deseri their plague- 
atricoken friends and relations after death. 

§. Under these circumstances the nectasi- 
ty for a’vigorous house to house visitation 
decame most apparent and the Military and 
Naval authorities, Majy-General Barker 
and Cowmudore Haves, at tha suggestion of 


the Governweat, rendered every possibls- 


assistanca in thia direction. Naval and 
Military doctors were furnished, and at least 
300 men from the Shropshire Regiment, and 
officera and men from the Royal Engineers 
and Royal Artillery dotachments woro, 
Lamonget others, detailed for the duty of 
house to house visitetion and for oleaning 
and disinfeoting the house in which cases of 
the plague had ocourred. 

9, At this time, about the 2let May, the 
greatest: dissatisfaction was sbewn by the 
Chinese community-in regard to the methoda 
of sanitation we were employing, Come 
plaints were made that the’ privaoy of wo- 
wen's apartments was being invaded, that 
‘women and children were being ‘frightened 
out-of thoir wits?by the daily visite of the 
Military and Police, and then it began to be 
vamoured that the * Fureignera’ had sinister.

12. As there had been some opposition to 
the Police in the Chinese quarter the day 
proviousl , and there statements were like. 
ly to inflame tho passions of the mob, I 
immediately -requested the Commodore to 
avohor a gunboat opposite to the Tung 
Wah Hospital and -Taipingshan, and Com- 
modora Boyes at-ancs moved the Tweadinto 
the position [ indicated. *I also offered a 
handsome reward for any information which 
Would lead to tha urrest and oonvictiin of 
the author of those disgraceful placarde. 
There can be no doubt that these steps had 
a very salutary effect as no more placards 
have beon issued hore. 

13. The opidomio o little later than the 
date of the above mentionod ocourrence, nat- 


| withstdnding the heavy rains, amounting 


altogether tu some 23 inches, was evidently 
onthe inervase. The exodus of panic-atricken 
Chioose was aleo-on the increase, hangs wore 
being emptied of their clerks, chair cocliss 
by hundreds deserted their employers with- 
out warning, and many dormestis servants 
applied tor the amount of their wages then 
due to enable them to go to Canton or to join 
thelr families on the mainland, No leas 
than 800 mon left the China Sugar Factory 
one morning, and, orossing over to Kowloon, 
started to walk to Swatow, a distauce of 
160 miles. At this time the admissions to 
the hospitals were 67,.70, and somatimes 60 
a day, and the deaths in bespital and the 
dead bodies collected outside. were on one 
occasion 109 in 24 honrs.. - 

14, When matters were at their worst 
received information that the ' literati,’ who 
were doubtless in 9 mensura reeponsible for 
the dissemiaation of the disgusting atate- 
ments respecting the modical men in this 
Ooloay, bad recommenced operations in 
Conton. It was ourrantly stated thatif uny 
portion of Taipingshan was burat down, as 
has been auggested, an attack would bo mado 
upon the Consulate at Canton, and numerous 
defamatory placards, involving not only the 
medical profession but the ‘ Red-haired 
Barbarian’ ganerally were being posted 
broadoast over that City. 

15. With o view of stopping the anti- 
foreign fecling which waa thus assuming 
serious proportions in Canton, at the instiga+ 
tion probably of persons here, | requested 
the Cougul, Mr B. Brenan, to seek un im- 
mediata interview with the Viceroy and to 
demand the contradiction of these libellous 
and malicious placards, The Viceroy Iam 
bound to aay with apparent readiness iconed 
4, proclamation whioh, as you will see from 
my despatch No. 125 of the 29th May, E did 
not consider sufficiently oxplicit a8 it was in 
far {oo general terms, I therefore requestid 
the Consul to see the Viceroy again and tu 
point out to him that in wy vpinion his pro- 
clamation was not nearly adequate to the 
occasion, The Viceroy thereupon issued ao 
second proclamation which appeared more to 
the purpose but which, coming tuo late, had 
litle offest of he already exasperated ruf- 
finns in his Province, The Registrar Uene- 
ral then at wy desire drow up o procluina- 
iipn which wna iseued throughout Hongkong 
warning persona from giving oredencé to the 
lies whioh, were current as to the treatment 
of patients and others in our hospitals, and 
stating in tho simplest language what the 
treatment was, What objects the Government 
had in view, and how carefully and, with 
due regard to Chinese customs (ae far us the 
nature of the disease would udmit) the 
corpses of their dead friends and relatives 
were disposed of, [have furwurded all the 
correspondence which hag passed between 
tha Cologial Seoretary and Mer, Brenan on 
these subjects, as well aa subsequent corres- 
pondente rospeoting tho brutal attack by 
the rowdies of Cauton on two American 
Lidy Missionary Doatora, to Her Majeats"s 
Minister at Peking requesting him tu lay 
the correspondence before tho Tesung-li 
Yowén, . 

16. It ia to be hoped, though I feur such 
hope is not likely to he realised, that ame 
Btrung repressive measures will be taken to 
prevent such outrageuus proceedings in fu- 
ture in reforence to the subjects of u 
triendly power. 

19, On the 16h June the Consul inform. 
el me that the Viceroy had promised to 
aeanre the safety of the Consulates, but that 
he could not be responsible for the condnot 
of the people towards foreignere in the vil- 
lunges, ete. outside of Canton, aod that there- 
fure missionaries and foreigners had better 
keop themselves withia doors, 

18. From time totime I have kept your 
Lordship informed of the progress of the 
plague, from which you will have learnt 
that there has been uo considerable dimiau. 
tion ia the ravagea of the disease hitherto; 
bpt Tam happy to state that the lest returns 
are really mure satisfaclory, and sanguine 
hopes ate generally entertained that the 
worst is at last over.

33, Aa to the ‘arrangements contem- 
pleted’ I have to inform your Lordship that 
at a meesling of the Legislative Counoil on 
the 12th June, I briefly sketched the 
methods which the Gaverament intended to 
pureue with 9 view of preventing o reour- 
rence of such o catastrophe, I enclose an 
extract from that speeoh.

Captain Vesey, and ot lesst one Private, 
who have fallen vietima to the plague, To 
Mr Francir, Q.0., Mr May, Mr Mitshell- 
Innes, Captain Huatings, Mr Crook, Mr 
‘Tooker, and many.cther lay volunteers. the 
Government and public ara also under 
great obligations; indeed, I may say that 
aaveral public officers and especially the

TELAUPOGRAPH FOR CHINA. 

Washington, May 24,—-A party of Balti- 
more capitalists will leave for China about 
tho 10th of June for the purpose of com- 
pleting negotiations with the Chinese 
Government for establishing a telantograph 
aorvios throughout the empire, The Chinese 
Government has for some time desired to 
run telegraph lines throughout its tetritory.

foreign language bos so far acted uafayor- 
ably tothe plan, The Chineso have taken 
very kindly to the telautograph because it 
reproduces an absolute fac-simile of the 
original writing. The Chinese characters 
wuy te thus transmitted any length and 
retain their precise original form.

HORRIBLE DEATH OY A MATADOR. 

London, May 27,—A, dispatch to the 

imes from Madrid says there was a sick- 
ebing spectacle inthe bull pen there’ this 
afternooon. sparto, o well-known mata- 
dar, while ongaging the trst ball eent into 
the ring, was ciught by one of the borns of 
the animal and hia abdomen ripped open. 
He died five minutes later, 

The Standard’s correspondent sends fur- 
ther details of the affair. The bull had 
killed four heraes and had become extreme- 
ly fieroe when the bandarillos. fixed their 
darts in his neck, Some 10,000 porsona 
were watohing the fight and the excitement 
was intense, The bull was almost in the 
center of the.arena, paving the ground and 
tossing its head. His eyea gleamed with 
wicked light as Esparto approached him 
with his usual daring, whioh drdight forth 
plaudits from the-speotators, As he got 
near the infuriated ball the animal made a 
tush for him and kioked him down. He 
was rot apparently ‘hurt, for bho sprang 
nimbly to his feet and again attacked the 
brute, whioh had wheeled about preparatory 


to making auother charge upon his enemy, 
There was a moment of suspense, and 
then, with lowered head, the bull rushed 
atthe matador, who sprang to one side and 
plunged hia dagger into the meck of the 
animal, Just as he did the bull swang'his 
head in the direction of Esparto, at the same 
time lifting it. One of the suimal’s horns 
caught the unfortunate man in the abdomen 
and toro his bedy open almost up to the 
chest, Blood poured rom the ghestly 
wound in a torrent os Esparto sank fainting 
tothe ground, Ho wasat once éatried to, 
an infirmary, whero the physicians proteang- | 
ed his wounds fatal, A priest wasanmmnin- 
ed and administered extreme unction to the 
dying mao. In fiva minutes he was dead 
The speotatora, at least the greater pi 
tion of them, did not proposa that their 
pleasurs should be apdiled by the death of: 
aman who hod been well paid to assist in 
making a holiday for them, and ao tha fight 
was continued as soon os the excitement bad 
somewbat enbsided, All the balls fought 
woll, killing fiftees horses and flooring twa 
of the foreadors, who were severely brujsod.
